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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 

form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of sectton 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

Claims 19, 23 and 27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Ro et ai. (5,982,726). 

Ro et al. discloses the invention as claimed. Figs. 3-10 show the recording and 
reproducing apparatus having: the means (24) for rotating the optical disk; the optical 
pickup means (32) for recording and reproducing information from the optical disk; and 
the control means (16) for adjusting the rotational velocity of the information according 
to the specification of a user request (i.e. based on a desired transfer rate for recording 
or reproduction, see columns 5 and 7), as set forth in claims 1 9, 23 and 27. Note the 
user request is inputted by the key input portion (14), which is sent to the controller (16) 
to process the information, and then provide the control signal to rotational velocity 
control (20), which then adjust the speed of the spindle motor (24). See the description 
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of the medium and figures for further details relating to the limitations as set forth in the 
claims. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 20-22, 24-26 and 28-30 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form 
including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable 
subject matter. 

The prior art of record alone or in combination does not teach or suggest the 
information reproducing method and apparatus of claims 19, 23 and 27 having the 
further limitations as set forth in claims 20-22, 24-26 and 28-30, and as disclosed in the 
specification.
